THE LOSS MORE THAN $100,000.

" Tammany Hall is in flamos." This was
tho story which an alarm of fire told tho flro-me- n

ot tho Bixth Battalion at 0.15 this morn-
ing.

It came to many of thorn who owo allegi-

ance to tho historio political party whoso
hoadquartorg it was like an announcement
that their own homo was in danger, and, if
Buch a thing woro possible, thay hnrriod to
do battle with the destroying element in oven
quicker tlmo than nsnal.

Hook and Ladder Company No. 3 was the
first on tho eccno, and Foreman Meagher lost
no time in sending in a third alarm, for Tony
Pastor's Theatro, which occupies a portion
of tho basomont of tbo building, was then a
moss of writhing flames, which was fast lick-
ing up overythlng muaminablo.

Four special colUfollowed the third alarm-i-

rapid suoccssion, and tho battle royal be-

tween the flames and tbe flromon began in
earnest.

It was n hard fought battle, but the fire-

men woro victorious, and at 8.15 every ves-

tige of tiro was extinguished.
In such a tinder-bo- x, with a fire which had

gained such headway before its discovery,
no better proof of the etneionoy of New
York's Firo Department could be had thsu
this victory.

Tho fire originated on tho stage of Tony
Pastor's Theatre, aud rapidly spread through-
out tho auditorium.

Janitor Ilobert Kelly was tho only person
in tho building, and he was awakened by tho
crackling of the flames, discovered tbe blaze
nnd sent in tho alarm.

Tho theatro was entirely rutted and the
flamos ato through tho ceiling and the floor
of tno great assembly room., found its way to
the corridors and scorched all of tho wood-
work within reach.

Tho eutiro building was n roaring furnace
of flame, but a flood of water subdued it, and
and when at last the firemen could force
tbeir way to the intarior, they found
that a great hole had been burned
through tho floor in the northeast cornor of
the great hall ; fully half of tho painted

coats of arms of tho several States
which adorned tbo walls had beon burnod up
or otherwise dostroyod.

Tho marble bust of Washington, by Hon-di-

whicii occupied a niche over tho plat-
form, was blnckenod with smoke and chipped
oil by tho heat, while that of the late Qrnnd
rlnnhein John Kelly, which stood below it,
was entirely destroyed.

Ono half of tho platform and ono of tho
great brouzo figureB hud fallen into tho the-
atre nnd tho mammoth glais chandeliers
were npliuterod into h million frapmoiits.

Tbo hffctorioal paintings and other pictures
in tho parlors wero snvod, as were also tho
records of the society and a largo figure of
tho Indian Chief Hitting Hull, attired in all
tho panoply of war.

Touy Pastor, vt ho wasenrly on tho scene,
said that his loss would amount to $20,000
and ho had no insurance.

Tho loss to the building is fully $75,000.
